Speed humps top Christmas wish list

Town council Monday put its staff to work 
on reports about speed humps, sign bylaws, 
rumble strips and snow removal. 

Two letters to council asked for speed 
humps on Haist St. N. and Pancake Lane. 

Geoff Howe submitted an 18-name petition 
from Haist St. residents asking for one along 
a section of Haist north of Regional Rd. 20 to 
reduce excessive speeding. 

“The residents are frustrated over this issue," 
he said in his letter. 

He pointed out hilly street is on the Niagara 
Regional Cycling Tour Map Guide and used 
for cycling fundraising events. 

Ward 2 Coun. Catherine King said she has 
had discussions with Howe over speeding 
along road. 

Similarly, Phil Oates, who has lived on 
Pancake Lane for 20 years, said he as seen 
many cars travelling well over the speed limit 
up and down Pancake between Haist and

“There is an increased 
concern over the number of 
speeding vehicles as there are 
no sidewalks past Blackcreek 
Cres., which is one street over 
from Cherry Ave.,” he said in 
his letter. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
said four speed humps on the 
southern section of Haist has 
shown they are effective at 
reducing speed. 

Council asked its staff “to 
investigate and report” about 
the speed hump requests. 

The Welland Pelham 
Chamber of Commerce is 
asking for a meeting with the 
town about its sign bylaw. 

Many fairly new busi¬ 
nesses want to comply with 
the bylaw but are not neces¬ 
sarily clear on what they can 
and can’t do, wrote chamber 
executive director Dolores 
Fabiano. 

She suggests a one-hour 
public session for the busi¬ 
ness community. 

Durley, who chairs a com¬ 
mittee working on revising 
the sign bylaw, said sign 
technology is rapidly chang¬ 
ing. He will be interested in 
hearing what the business 
community has to say. 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp 
called it a chance “to vet 
some concerns.” 

Ward 1 Coun. Larry Clark 


suggested notifying mem¬ 
bers of the Pelham Business 
Association about the 
session. 

Council asked town staff to 
arrange for a meeting. 

Bea Clark of the Pelham 
Active Transportation 
Committee sent a letter about 
rumble strips on Canboro Rd. 
and public washrooms. 

They are two outstanding 
items on the committee’s top 
10 list for improve walking, 
cycling and other such trans¬ 
portation in town. 

Rumble strips are consid¬ 
ered dangerous for cyclists, 
pedestrians with strollers and 
those who must use scooters, 
she said in the letter. 

The committee suggests 
removing them. 

On the washrooms it sug¬ 
gests signs to guide people 
to public washrooms in the 
town such as libraries, town 
hall and the arena. 

Ward 1 Coun. Richard 
Rybiak said the rumble strip 
issue may be a matter of 
competing safety interests. 
They are there to alert driv¬ 
ers who may be leaving the 
roadway. Council asked staff 
for a report.

For the 20th year, Gerry 
Berkhout stood at a map of 
routes and directed drivers 
from the Fonthill Lions hall. 

With a staff of volunteers, 
he sent groups of drivers 
and their crews out to pick 
up bags of food set out on 
door steps along the streets 
of Fonthill on Saturday. A 
similar group of volunteers 
fanned out from the Fenwick 
Lions Club hall in Centennial 
Park to cover the eastern part 
of the town. 

“There was quite a crowd 
filling the parking lot at 8:30,” 
Berkhout said as he helped 
match drivers to routes. 

He estimated there were 
more than 300 people cov¬ 
ering 32 routes through the 
morning-long drive. 

Most of the food donated 
went to a Pelham Cares 
sorting station at the now 
closed Fenwick fire station at 
Welland Rd. and Canboro Rd. 

Truck loads were also sent 
to food banks at the Hope 
Centre, Open Arms Mission 
and Salvation Army. 

Berkhout said the food 
drive, the first weekend in 
December, was timed to line 
up with the holiday season. 

“It's a good way to start 
Christmas by doing some¬ 
thing for others," he said. 

For many in the town, vol¬ 
unteering for the food drive 
has become a family affair. 
Some have made it a seasonal 
event. For Berkhout, this was 
officially his final drive as the 
main organizer. His daughter 
Sylvia Berkhout will take over 
the lead role next year. 

“Oh, I’m not going any¬ 
where. I’ll be around,” he 
said. 

Slyvia smiled and said she 
expected her father, who 
turns 75 in a couple of weeks,

sure things were in place in 
case anything happens,” she 

She works for Pelham Cares 
and said poverty is Pelham 
not apparent but it is there. 

“It goes right across the 
board. We have seniors, fami¬ 
lies and single people,” she 
said. 

Often it comes down to a 
choice between paying the 
rent and bills or buying food. 

In addition to helping 
people in Pelham, the com¬ 
munity food drive has always 
to helped food banks in 
neighbouring communities 
such as those at the Hope 
Centre, Open Arms Mission 
and Salvation Army in 
Welland. 

Gerry Berkhout said the 
food drive has had strong 
support from the business 
community. He saluted Rick 
Lowes at Country Corner 
Market for providing lunch to 
volunteers and Randy Norton 
of Mr. Fumance who supplied 
T-shirts to identify food drive 
volunteers as they made their 
collections. 

At the receiving end in 
Fenwick, Pelham Cares had 
its crew of volunteers 
unloading cares and 
trucks at the old fire 
station.

J. The Downtown Beautification 

Committee in a letter to town council 
this week said it will begin to “re-engage 
the citizens of Fenwick in the process 
of Beautification and Revitalization of 
Fenwick's Downtown." 

In other words, it will start talking to 
people in the east end of town in the new 
year. First, ltwlll invite "key citizens of the 
community” to a round table discussion, 
wrote chair Ward 2 Coun. GaryAccursL 

Then committee members will visit 
businesses and meet with the Fenwick 
Lions club “to explain the process and what 
was done to date.” After this spade work is 
done, then a public meeting will be held “to 
gamer the public’s vision ftrr the future of the 
Fenwick Downtown.” 

The committee recommends the rehiring 
of consultants. The Planning Partnership, 
who carried out a previous planning 
project that involved Fonthill and Fenwick 
downtowns. The last time the project Med 
to draw interest ftom Fenwick. 

A public meeting about redesign plans for 
the downtown turned into a dispute over a 
proposal to move the flagpole. 

Larger questions, such as the actual 
geographic description of downtown 
Fenwick, didn't get any airing. For example, 
is the downtown limited to the intersections 
of Canboro, Maple, Welland and Church? 
Could itnot begin at Balfour St and beyond 
St Ann Catholic Church? 

The beautification committee should take 
its time. It’s wiser to talk to Fenwick residents 
first The committee needs a feel for the 
community and an understanding of what 
residents want 

The consultants, with their arms full of 
charts and drawings, can come later 

Meanwhile, Fenwick residents can draw 
up their New Year’s resolutions for the 
downtown. 



Public meeting about future of Pelham 


N ext Monday, the town 

will host an official public 
meeting about the town's new 
Official Plan and the East Fonthill 
Secondary Plan. These plans will 
help solidify the furore direction of 
growth and development across all 
of Pelham! 

The province dictates that all 
towns and cities must have an 
“Official Plan” (OP). Essentially, 
an Official Plan contains policies 
and guidelines that outline 
where commercial, agricultural, 
industrial and residential 
developments can occur. It uses 
a series of maps to demonstrate

OP in the late 1990s. Then, in the 
early-2000s, the Province began 
changing their governing policies 
- Greenbelt Plan, “Places to Grow’; 
Provincial Policy Statement. This 
forced the town to adapt our 
proposed policies and guidelines. 

After much work, the town will 
host an official public meeting to 
listen to public comment regarding 
the Official Plan. 

The public meeting will 
also focus on the East Fonthill 
Secondary Plan. 


The “East Fonthill” area lies 
between Rice Road and Station 
Street and along Steve Bauer Trail, 
and, from Regional Road 20 to the 
town’s southern boundary (half¬ 
way between Merritt and Quaker 
Roads). 

While much of these nearly 
500 acres of lands are currently 
farmed, the entire area was added 
to the Urban Boundary by an 
appeal to the Ontario Municipal 
Board (OMB) in 2000. It is 
estimated that at least 5,000 people 
could be living in this area within 
20 years; that is why the Region 
installed water and sewer trunk 
lines in 2007/08. 

The OMB decision required the 
town to undertake a “Secondary 
Plan” - more detailed policies 
and guidelines - before allowing

development to proceed. 

Some of the goals of the East 
Fonthill Secondary Plan include 
ensuring a well-designed, 
attractive, pedestrian-friendly 
community with a mixture of 
housing types; encouraging 
significant retail and commercial 
development while at the same 
time protecting the existing 
Fonthill Downtown; providing a 
“Greenlands System” that protects 
existing environmental features 
and integrates with the Steve Bauer 
Trail system; and developing a 
pedestrian and cyclist-friendly and 
transit-ready road network. 

The official public meeting on 
Monday, Dec. 12 at 7 p.m. at Old 
Pelham Town Hall (491 Canboro 
Road at Centre) will allow you to 
provide comment, suggestions, 
and improvements to these two

How healthy is today’s housing market? 


T he local real estate market 
is sputtering its way into 
the 2011 home stretch. Total 
unit sales in November dropped 
slightly from last year's level and 
year to date sales are 11.7% shy of 
November 2010 results. 

According to the MLS” sales 
reports of the Niagara Association 
of REALTORS” there were nine 
single family unit sales in Pelham 
during the month November 
compared to 10 reported last year. 

Much of this represents the 
typical seasonal slow down when 
you consider that the October and 
September respective monthly 
totals were 17 and 31. 

On an annual basis, however, 
the January to November sales 
figure of 171 units is identical to 
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the tally reported in 2008 shortly 
after the collapse of the U.S. 
housing market and the ensuing 
global financial crisis. 

In comparison, the November 
2010 year-to-date figure was 191 
units and the 2009 total was 199. 
The current four-year average of 
183 single family unit sales is 17% 
below me November 2007 peak 
level of 221 units. 

Now don't let these figures 
scurry you into a housing bubble 
New Year’s prediction. Our 


current activity levels are entirely 
consistent with the sales levels 
achieved during the earlier years 
of this millennium with an average 
of 190 units being the typical 
November year-to-date results 
reported between 2004 and 2006. 

It is important to keep a long 
term prospective when analyzing 
the health of our local housing 
market. While activity levels have 
improved since 2008 the overall 
volume has dropped significantly 
since the heady days of 2006 and 
2007. 

Market conditions continue 
to be extremely price sensitive. 

The average time on the market 
for homes sold during November 
2011 was 94 days - significantly 
longer than the average of 41 days 
for those sold last November. 


There have been 423 new 
listings placed on the market so 
far this year compared to 387 
during the same time frame last 
year. The 12-month average price 
stands at $334,942 up 3.3% since 
the November 2010 figure of 
$324,095. 

Interestingly, this average price 
growth is slower than the 2010 
increase of 6% over the November 
2009 12-month average price of 
$305,709. 

So how’s the market? In a 
nutshell - spurty - but on average, 
balanced and normal.

Kermit the Frog has nothing on 
Tad. 

Sitting on a lily pad at the 
Howell Family Pumpkin Farm, 
Tad has just as much talent, if not 
more, than his Muppet counter¬ 
part. That's because he can be 
programmed to sing songs such 
as Polly Wog or say just about 
anything. 

“He's part of a three-frog sing¬ 
ing team,” said Tad’s creator, Jerry 
Howell, who removed the ani- 
matronic frog from its perch to 
expose the wires, hydrolics and 
chips that animate the animal 
when needed. “We've shipped 
quite a few of these out.”

A workshop behind the family 
pumpkin farm is where the magic 
happens for what Howell con¬ 
siders his side project, Chick-N- 
Mation, a company that creates 
animatronic — machines that 
animate animals for entertain¬ 
ment purposes. 

Visitors familiar with the family 
pumpkin farm may be familiar 
with some of Howell’s anima¬ 
tronic work. His creations are fea¬ 
tured prominently in the farm's 
haunted house as well as others 
on the property including Nessy, 


a robotic pumpkin monster, and 
Rex, a giant pumpkin eating 
dinosaur. 

"We create all sorts of crazy 
stuff,” Howell said. "We once 
had a family come back twice. 
They said they didn’t want to 
buy another pumpkin, they just 
wanted to see my crazy stuff. It 
just keeps growing each year." 

Surrounded by tools and equip¬ 
ment in his youth, Howell said 
he’s “built stuff since I was a kid.” 
Growing up he always wanted to 
be a farmer, but Howell’s parents 
told him he needed an education. 

Howell enrolled in Niagara 
College where he studied com¬ 
puter engineering technology. 
Graduating in 1988, Howell 
returned to the family farm where 
he had worked since he was nine. 

Little by little Howell utilized 
his engineering knowledge to 
build animatronic attractions 
for the farm. One year a skeleton 
show went up, the next a quartet 
of singing chickens were added. 

While his creations were fun 
projects, never did Howell imag¬ 
ine it would garner him an award. 

Last Monday Howell attended 
the Colleges Ontario conference 
in Toronto where he was nomi¬ 
nated for one of six Premier’s 
Awards. 

"I thought I was going for a 
great dinner, some drinks and 
then I would come home early,” 
joked Howell. “When they 
announced my name I was taken 
aback. I was told to prepare a 
speech in case I won. I didn’t 
have a speech!" 

The Premier’s Awards are pre¬ 
sented annually in six categories 
— business, community services, 
creative arts and design, health

For Carol Lloyd, it came 
down to trading a business she 
built and loved for a passion 
she’s believes in. 

Lloyd has put Nature’s 
Corner Bakery and Cafe up 
for sale and will close the 
Ridgeville shop at the end of 
the year. 

Instead, she will concentrate 
on the fair trade movement 
and helping orphanages in El 
Salvador. 

For the past six years, she 
developed Nature's Corner, 
one of the boutique shops at 
Effingham SL and Canboro Rd. 

“I wanted to create an expe¬ 
rience for my customers using 
fresh, healthy and simple food,” 
she said. 

“It was about enjoying a 
great cup of coffee in it’s pure 
form: organic and fair trade.” 

She called Nature’s Comer 
her achievement 

Her outlook shifted in 2010 
during a working vacation in El 
Salvador to learn more about 
coffee production 

“It was then that the world 
of fair trade opened up for me 
and the reality of El Salvador 
and the social conditions 
became dead’ 

As her efforts in El Salvador 
- which included visits with 
Canadian volunteers carrying 
supplies to assist an orphan¬ 
age - increased more of the 
Nature’s Comer work load fell 
on her family and staff. 

They have done an amazing 
job, she said, but she had to 
reflect on her passion. 

“For me, Nature’s Corner 
was my stepping stone to 
where my journey and path 


has lead me,” she said. 

“Unable to divide my devo¬ 
tions between the cafe, and, 
the children and communities 
of El Salvador, I have chosen 
the latter,” she said. 

Like most small businesses, 
running one like Nature’s 
Corner requires “16 hours a 
day, at least six days a week,” 
she said. 

Lloyd has had to point out 
the commitment to people 
who have inquired about 
buying it 

“It is really hard to talk to 
customers who have been so 
loyal about what I’m doing," 
said Lloyd about the emotion 
of giving up the cafe. 

She will continue to sell fair 


trade coffee and items but do it 
online through a new website 
“www.helpcreatingsmiles.org.” 

It will increase her flexibil¬ 
ity to contribute to El Salvador 
through such projects as 
Operation Canadian Santa run 
by a Canadian who is assisting 
children in the Hogar infantile 
orphanage with supplies and 
possibly a new roof. 

In February, she will take a 
group of volunteer “to share the 
same experience and rewards 
of giving - the understanding 
going far beyond money or 
material things.” 

She will show them the fair 
trade world and how it brings 
about social change, espe¬ 
cially for women, in a land of 


poverty. 

For Lloyd, the timing is right. 
Her family is grown and she 
can make a shift. 

She is developing the skills 
of online marketing. If the busi¬ 
ness doesn’t sell, die will dose 
it selling what's in it in January. 

In El Salvador, she 
explained, there is no version 
of a children’s services agency. 
Children without parents or 
with problems are educated 
through orphanages. With the 
poor economic conditions, it's 
a limited form of education. 

'They can use all the help we 
can give them.” 

Many of the fair trade coffee 
and goods she handles come 
from those communities.
